As jourualists we losa sight of the individual
editor, and only have lo deal with public acts
ani general principles. We bhsve oconsisolly
refrained from using our columns to gratify per-
sonal apleen, and, believing, as we Jdo, that this
8 one of the cardinal virtnes of the irue jour-

nalist, such will continue 10 be ihe rule and
guide of otr conduet. We have notking to do
with the cilzens exeept as public men, srd
when ths scis of theso become smbjocte of dis-
enasion, as they do when they assume comnec-
tion wilh genaral public policy, we esteem it
wot only our privilage but our duiy te freely dis-
cuss thom  And farther, the mere Jistisguished
ths public man, sol imporiant the principle le
may soek to eagmit upon the peliey of Ue
country, if we beliewe it to b impoiitic althongh
it may be urped from petriotic motives, we shall
ennceive it our duty the meore wealously to op-
pose both.

We make these remarks that our pesition and
purpess may not be misunderstood by sny one.

cient by the destruction of ibe hose—the soldiery
having wantouly picrced almost every seclion
with their bayonets.

EpiToR® Arpeal: The egemy went down
the river on Monday last us low as the mouth of
White river, one gun boat, conveying about
twonly irsusporis supposed to carry 12,000 men
It was thonght they were siming o go up White
rivar, (as they did somoe twelve or fflcen miles
for we could bear their esnvon shelling the
banks of the river, as wa supposed, an Tueaday
svening,) for tha purpose of gaining s shord
ronts 16 the Post of Arkansas. I got to my
plantation, bel w Laconia, Ark., on Sunday last.
On Mondsy 1 was on the bank of the river, and
saw the gunboat and transports pass my place.
They ran close to the Mississippi shore. Oune
thousand men with artillery could have suuk
the stesmboats, snd killed more men than fell
at Manassas. Oh, why waere ihay not there!?
T waitad in breathiess anxiely 1o hear them open
on the enemy, not knowing then we had no men
on this sids Lo defend the river. One thoussod
eavalry could protect the river from the mouth
of White river to Helens, and the same thing
may be yaid of the Misslssippi shore,

Two boats landed one mile below my place cn
Monday night. Oa Tuesday they went to my
piace and took possession, robbing me of two
horses, two mules and one negro. (On Wednes-
day they killsd nearly ail of my stock hogs and
catile, the whole supply I had to aupport my
negroor, carried off eloven negroes, and all my
mules but two, and burnt my steam gin housr ;
neatly all my larming utensils and all my fud-
der, my engine saw, 1wo gia stands, coe saw
mill axd one corm mill. My nejghbors ¢slimate
the damage dons me at $30,00u

They seemed 1o bave a great Jesire to eapture
me. I oarrowly evaded thom, nud came asross
the niver to this sids, when [ learued tia snomy
wors on Miles MeGhioa's plantatien, doing gieal
mischief there, and ot Mr Kwk's and Colope)
Hudaon's.

They sow ocenpy boih banks of tha (iver un
oppened Ly & single soldier of the Confederncy,
when one thovsand men on eithar shors would
have given ample preteotion to our property,
and socured o vast supply of corn 1o sur srmy,
which otherwisa will fall inte the hands of the
smomy. [i ls bad encogh for ug to lose i1, bmt
morlifying beyond description o know (hat the
proceeds of our labor is appropriated by the sa-
emy to fesd the hireling tools of deapotism.
There is cora snough on the river, which wo
are giving up to ths enomy, to support our sarmy
for twalve months. Is it not worth the struggle
to presarva it ' UGsn. Holmes seems o ba pon-
tant o stay forever at Little Rack, far away
from the anemy, and totally [orgetful that it is
necngsury or imporiant to defend the river at all,
where the spemy are, and where they are com-
mitting sutrages upon persons and property un-
mwolested. (One thoussnd of bis largs krmy, who
are lying idie at Little Roek, wonld protect the
walley of the Missisaipp! on the Arkansas shors,
where aupplies conld be kad to support his army
for any reasousble lsngth of tims.

It eannot be possibls wo contemplata giving
up ths river, Let the press niler it iudigeant
protest. If the river wers defonded nothing
but gunboats could puss. The history of Vicks-
burg shows they are not dangerons. Every
tzansport eould be sunk by artillery on shor
The river must be defended. H.

Enirors Arreat : In your issue of the 17th
inst. I find nn article headed “An Inadmissable
Proposition,’’ in whieh, I doubt not, yoa allude
ti ma, as | hava long been & resident of Mem-
phis;and have lately passed throogh the lines
and have bad interviews with the commanding
genorsle of both armies, npon the sabject of
firing upon unarmed bosts on the Mississippi
river. I{ I am the person allnded to, permit mo
to say, that the charge that T was the bedrer
of & proposition from the Federal commsuder
at Memphis W Lisutenant Goneral Pemberton,
or any ons ulse, Is false. I was not the bearar of
any proposition from him to mny ons, nor have
I ever, nor do I now, mdvocals the *‘unob-
structed navigation” of the Missisalppi river by
the enemy’s freighling and passenger boats. 1
went to Memphis to remove my family from
thore, under Usneral Sherman's order, that they
ghonld Jeave tha city. When thare, I learned
the cause of this erder o be (an be, Geuaral
Sherman, claiwed ) the usjustifiable Sring upon
tha steamar Gladiator and olbers. Upon investi-
gation of the facta, I was convineed that the act
was not justifisd by the laws of civilised war-
fare, and that no cerrsspondence bad faken
plave betwesn the commanding generals of the
two srmiss npou tho sobject, The ition
iaken by tho Federal commander was that the
aat abiould be disavowad by eur sulhorities, and
it waa ths duty of the citisans Lo ses that this
was fone. T then investignied the case, sud found
the followiog facts to be trué in relation to the
case of the Gladiator:

Thes steamar Gladistor was pul in the trade
beiwean Helsna and Memphis at iha earncst so-
licitation of the planters living aloog the river
between those poiuts, staling Lo the military au-
thorities of tha 1'nited Biates that they werse
really sufferiog for supplics, and conid aot eon-
trol or keap their siaves al home nnless they
could fornish them with the ordinary necessaries
of lifs. Upon this statomsut of facts, the mili-
tary suthoritios agread that this boat xhould be
put on the line for tha sccommodstion of these
poople, and not for military purposss, or lo carry
troops or munitions of war. A short ime previ-
ots to Octobor 20th, the hoatwas hailed at Bled-
soe's Landing, abont forty miles below Memphis,
on the Arkansasshore on her upward trip.at uight
When she neared the shora, the ofiaer om duty
asked what they wanted. The reply wase—" Wa
want ta ship seme cetion.” Tha bost landed,
and as har staging was shoved oot & party ef
men ran on board, led by Thoe. Kannon, abeut
twelve in number, who commenced en indis-
eriminate firing inls the cabin and oiher parts of
the hoat, killing the suginocsr and ome passenger,
ta Mr. Babeock), and wonodiag & unmber of
olhers, and then setfing fira lo the bost sm fivs
places. When the bost was backed cut from shote
thw man 1an ashors, sxcept fve of them, who
jomped overboard asd swam ashors. Those
who went achare bafers the beat backed out,
took some five of six of the prssangers and crew
prisosers, and carried ‘them to Little Roek,
whara they were paroled ma prisonsrs of war.

1 went to Jo kson, Miss,, and laid the matier
befare Gan.

This weas my aotion in the matter. The main
objeet of my visit to Gen. Pemberton was te got
thess quaations answered. )

In the discussion of thess guestions, the gues-
tisn of pavigativg the Missisaippi river arose,
and waa dlscussed, aud [ asked tion. Pemberton
whether auy srrangement could bs made lo Joi
& single boat run betweon points. bath of whiek
were in the Foleral llwea—such bosls 1o be ro-
stricled 1o carrying unarmed cilizens and limited
supplies for families, living on the river who had
heen cut off from their fiiends in the Bouth. and
bad uo mesus of communicsting with them.
They are our friends, and wust suffer if cut off
